What is a moped? When this question was posed to 
several people, the answers were varied and funny. 

“A what? A bald head?!” exclaimed Becky Neff, a 
graduate of BYU. 

Jerry Miller of the Provo Police Department had his 
own definition: “I guess it’s the motor vehicle versus 
the pedestrian situation.” 

And Michelle Corey, a junior in elementary educa- 
tion thought it was a mope-head or “someone real 
mopey.” % 

According to Alan Durrant, a senior in accounting 
and obviously a student of Latin roots, “A moped is 
similiar to a biped, except it only has one foot.” 

The Utah Safety Council says, ‘“They’re slow, shif- 
tless and cheap ... but are not brothers-in-law as one 
may expect.” 

Mopeds (pronounced MO-peds) is a term derived 
from ‘MOtor’ and ‘PEDal’ to describe a motorized 


bicycle which is started by pumping the pedals a few. 


times. 

Since mopeds have motors, Utah law requires that 
only bonded dealers sell them. Users must be at least 
16 and hold a valid motorcycle operator’s license.

The moped comes from Europe. Eddie Borrell, a 
junior from Price, Utah, who rode one a few years ago in 
the Paris-France Mission, has both pleasant and un- 
pleasant memories of his moped experience. 

He enjoyed riding the ‘mobylette,’ as the moped is 
called in France, and remembers how they started the 
bikes. “We would put it on its stand and peddle it until 
the motor turned over; then we’d push it off and away 
we would go.” 

Also he remembers being struck by a Renault while 
riding a moped. “I rolled over and the bike rolled down 
the road. All my pamphlets fell out of my pocket, but I 
wasn’t hurt,” he says. 

His bike had a reserve tank and Eddie laughs as he 
tells how they worked. ‘The people would pull into a 
rest-stop, get off the bike, pick up the rear-end, turn’ 


the bike over and dump the reserve supply into the 


main tank. It’s really funny to watch someone do it.” 

Local mopeds are somewhat different. Improvements 
have been made since 1974 and today’s moped releases 
the reserve supply of gas into the main tank by a flip of 
a switch.” _ 

There are no gearshifts to worry about. They go bet- 
ween 18-30 miles an hour, can run as far as 200 miles on 
a gallon of gas (the average is 125 miles) and cost bet- 
ween $300 and $700. :

Mopeds have been popular in Europe for years, 
valued for their economy and practicality. A 
typical Parisian scene shows their widespread 
use. 


Local dealers believe that is the main reason people 
buy mopeds - they are super-economical, light-weight 
and easy to ride. Free test rides are available at local 
bicycle and motorcycle shops. 

In June of this year, there were over 75,000 mopeds 
registered in the United States and officials of the 
Motorized Bicycle Association estimate sales will hit 
200,000 by the end of December. 

Thirty-three states have separate moped laws which 
are more lenient than those in Utah. Some states allow 
the user to hold any valid driver’s license, while others 
treat mopeds as bicycles and anyone can ride them. 

Based on the’ European experience, mopeds have a 
death rate that’s about six times higher than the bicy- 
cle and three times lower than the motorcycle. 

Writing in a recent edition of Traffic Safety 
Magazine, Kenneth F. Licht advised that the prospec- 
tive moped rider practice before going in traffic, be as 
conspicuous as possible, drive defensively and wear a 

- helmet. 

Several moped dealers have approached state 
legislature to appeal for more relaxed moped laws, and 
Dave Bowan, a local dealer, feels this would help to in- 
crease local sales. ‘Moped’ may yet become a household 
word in Provo.

mittments in Arkansas; attorney Nellie Gray, president 
of the anti-abortion group March-For-Life, and Phyillis 
Schlafly, president of Stop-ERA and Eagle Forum. 

‘They said the [WY meeting was not representative of 
the women of the United States. More than 100,000 peti- 
tions were displayed protesting the conference and 
stressing conservative values. ‘The petitions will be sent 
to President Jimmy Carter and Congress. 


Four resolutions were approved by voice vote, all later 
defeated in [WY voting. These called for a mandatory 
human life amendment to ban all abortions ‘‘with no ex- 
ceptions and no compromises;”’ pre-schools to be con- 
trolled by the private sector; opposition to the ERA, and 
opposition to homosexuality, lesbianism and prostitu- 
tion. 


town, the IWY Conference heard National Chairperson 
Bella Abzug, First Lady Rosalynn Carter, Betty Ford, 
Congresswoman Barbara Jordan and others, call for 
ratification of the ERA. 

“Women are humans,” Ms. Jordan said as she 
described the plight of women. “Human rights apply 
equally to Soviet dissidents, Chilean peasants and 
American women.”’ 

Although conservative groups were not able to effec- 

tively change the “Plan of Action,” minority women 
were. In Sunday night’s session women from Puerto 
Rico and Guam insisted on speaking their native 
tongue. 
‘The chairperson of the Puerto Rican Coordinating Com- 
mittee protested “most vigorously” at what she termed 
the “railroading” of the ‘Plan of Action.”’ She said she 
felt it was a good plan, but in the interest of time, the 
chair had attempted to expedite voting and prevented 
some views from being expressed. 

Led by Coretta Scott King and other ethnic leaders, 
minority women successfully fought to substitute a com- 
prehensive minority women’s amendment for the IWY- 
proposed one. Its provisions included, guaranteed tribal 
rights and sovereignty for Indians and Alaskans, ending 
deportation of Hispanic mothers of American-born 
children, federal minimum wage for farm workers and 
enforcement of affirmative action programs. 

In today’s final session, implementation of the “Plan 
of Action” will be discussed, and Margaret Costanza, 
assistant to the President, will address the group.

The morning is crisp 
and cold, but inside the 
stone tabernacle it is 
warm with thousands 
gathered for the Sunday 
morning choir broadcast. 
In the audience are people 
’ from all over the world in- 
cluding 218 missionaries 
preparing to fly to all 
parts of the world. On 800 
stations worldwide the 
opening chords of the 
broadcast will soon be 
heard. 


At the organ Alexander 
Schreiner, chief Taber- 
nacle organist, intently 
surveys the music for the 
day. His long tapered 
hand turns the pages with 
the confidence born of 72 
years of playing the piano 
and organ. Wrinkling his 
bushy, silver-white brow, 
he cocks his. head as he 
listens to the chord 
resounding through the 
pipes. 

As a child in Germany, 
Alexander loved to play 
the piano and organ. He 
began playing the piano 


when he was five years 
old. “Some young people 
are eager-almost to the 
bursting point-to play the 
organ, just as some boys 
long to run a racing 
automobile, or a railroad 
engine, of a fire truck,” he 
says. 


Knew hymns at seven 


For long hours young 
Alexander practiced 
Mozart, Bach and 
Beethoven without com- 
plaint. By the time he was 
seven years old he knew 
most of the hymns in the

book. “I could have been 
the organist’ but they 
didn’t want an unbap- 
tized heathen for an 
organist.

Though he admits that he 
is not a singer, Schreiner 
says piano is -a. definite 
prerequisite for the organ. 
“Anyone that is any good 
at the organ must be ex- 
cellent at the piano,” he 
comments. — 

As organist for the 
Tabernacle on Temple 
Square in Salt Lake City 
Alexander’s duties range 
from accompanying the 
Tabernacle Choir to 
weekly organ recitals for 
the public. 

Sitting so close.to the 
leaders of the church 
through the years of con- 
ferences has been a 
memorable experience for 
Schreiner. “My bench is _

After losing to ASU the previous week, the BYU 
Cougars slipped by an inspired Long Beach team. 30-27 

Saturday in a lackluster, sloppy game. 
BYU’s Mark Wilson started off the Cougars by pass- 
ing 27 of 37 for 326 yards, which tied a 12-year-old 
NCAA record for completions in the first half, formerly 


held alone by Bill Anderson. ‘he second half Wilson 


had the opportunity to break nearly every single game 
passing record in the NCAA, but failed to get his hands 
on the ball long enough, as a fired-up 49er club 
manhandled BYU in the third quarter. 

Long Beach had lost five straight games before com- 
ing to Provo, and when BY U’s Steve Corson mistakenly 
batted a 49er punt into the arms of a surprised Long 
Beach defender on the BYU one-yard line, the 
Southern Californians came alive. BYU failed to con- 
vert any third-down situations in the third quarter as 
the 49er linemen pushed BYU’s touted trenchboys up 
and down the field, putting two fast D’s and a field 
goal on the board and tying the game 24-24. 

In the fourth quarter, BYU was on the canvas. Long 
Beach State kicked a field goal, making it 27-24, and 
with a approaching snow storm the afternoon looked 
bad for the Cougars. 


Then, as in all storybook tales, there entered the 
games hero, a 5-11, 183-pound gridder, who had spent 
the majority of the season watching Cougar games from 
the sideline. Casey Wingard replaced the injured fleet- 
footed Scott Phillips as tailback and picked up three 
crucial first downs by catching three passed for 17- 
yards and running for 31 more on the frozen ground. 

Wilson, .Wingard and tight-end ‘l‘odd ‘Thompson 
refused to lie down and die before the 49ers late in the 
fourth quarter, as Wilson scrambled around hunting for 
a receiver on the BYU 15 despite flags being thrown 
around the line of scrimmage. He found Thompson 
cutting back across the end zone and rifled a shot bet- 
ween two defenders as ‘l’hompson hauled it down for 
the score with 5:43 remaining in the contest. 


Wingard said he was excited to be able to play, es- 
pecially after hearing the CSU victory over Arizona 
State. He said when he ran on the field all he could 
think of was, ““We can’t let these guys beat us like this. 
We are a better team.” 

Phillips, whose injury was not serious, had a brilliant 
day in his starting debut. He gained 81 yards on 11 
carries and caught seven passes for 79 yards. 

fullback 'l'odd Christiansen led all receivers with 12 
receptions for 11 yards. Chronister was the third 
receiver to catch 79 yards worth of passes as he hauled 
down: four, including a-crucial 28-yarder in the final 
period, giving the Cougars a crucial first down.

49ers 30-27 
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as conservatives 
are voted down

HOUSTON, 'Fexas — Though many groups appeared 
to believe their voices were not heard, the International 
Women’s Year Conference neared an end Sunday night 
with its proposed ‘“‘Plan of Action” largely intact after 
voting by 2,000 delegates. 

Factionalism almost supplanted the official theme of 
“Women on the Move,” as special interest groups at- 
tempted to get their ideas before the nation. 

The highly publicized battle between liberals and 
conservatives barely materialized; as expected, liberal 
delegates outnumbered their counterparts. 

Voting on the 26 resolutions comprising the “Plan of 
Action” went largely along the liberal IWY lines, though 
conservatives attempted to stall voting by adding 
amendments and asking questions. 

‘he ERA resolution was approved Saturday night af- 
ter more than an hour and a half of procedural 
maneuvering. A long demonstration followed the final 
vote, as women linked arms and paraded around the 
hall singing ‘“‘God Bless America” and chanting “three 
more states,” the number needed to ratify ERA. 

‘he reproductive freedom (abortion) resolution was 
passed overwhelmingly Sunday night, despite extended 
efforts by pro-life advocates to keep it from coming to a 
vote. After the vote, conservatives demonstrated and 
refused to be quiet until the vote was discussed. 

Late Sunday night approval was also given to the sex- 
ual preference resolution, which recommends that 
legislators eliminate discrimination based on sexual and 
affectual preference. ‘he resolution was vigorously 
debated for more than an hour. Conservative delegates 
staunchly opposed it, as well as some pro-HRA women 
who feared adopting the resolution would hurt the 
ratification of the KRA and the women’s movement as a 
whole. 

On Saturday, the conservative coalition, calling itself 
Pro-Family, Pro-God and Pro-Life, held a counter-rally 
in the Astro-Arena. : 

An estimated 15,000 people were packed into the 
auditorium with more outside to hear speakers decry the 
Equal Rights Amendment, homosexuality and abortion. 
‘hese included a video-taped message from Anita 
Bryant who was unable to attend because of other com-

Universe Sports Editor Dick Harmon interviewed 
BYU Head Basketball Coach Frank Arnold last week 
about the Cougar basketball team. The following is a 
verbatim report of Arnold’s responses to his questions: 


You now have a team composed basically of your - 


own recruits. What have you tried to accomplish in 
rene and does this year’s material reflect your 
_ goal? 


Coach Arnold: I think it does reflect our goal, which 


was two-fold: to bring in bigger people to the center posi- 
tion and to get better quickness and outside shooting 
ability in the forward and guard spots. I think we’ve 
been able to do this. Alan Taylor, for example, was one 
of the fine centers on the west coast last year and we 
were able to get him out of Los Angeles. 

When he came to us, as good as he was in high school, 
he was unable to get a shot off at the first of the season 
because of what you might call a freshman syndrome. 

Dave McGuire is now in much the same situation. He 
doesn’t feel comfortable on the court yet as a major 
college basketball player. But you can see the strides 
‘Taylor took in just one year, and we expect the same 
from Dave. He does things now and then in practice that 
show us what he is capable of doing with some maturity. 

We have, I think, exceptional speed at the guard line 
in Scotty Runia, Danny Ainge and Greg Anderson in 
particular. Greg Ballif doesn’t have the same quickness 
and footspeed that they have, but he has powerful 
strength and above average quickness. cad 

Our forward line is small, with our starting players 
Glen Roberts and Keith Rice only 6-5 and 6-6. Keith has 
exceptional quickness and Glen is much like Ballif, with 
powerful above-average quickness and he just gets the 
job done. : 

Kevin. Nielsen and Mark Stroud both have good 
footspeed and, along with Steve Anderson, can shoot 
well. We’ve got size at the center position and speed and 
quickness at the guard and forward position. 

Our need right now is at the forward position. We’re 
looking for a big, strong, powerful forward who can also 
run. 


With a roster of many average size players in the 6- 
0 to 6-6 range, how will you utilize them? 


We will be forced to use on frequent occasions this 
year a very small line-up. There will be times when the 
tallest man on the floor will be 6-6 with a 6-5, 6-4, 6-2, 6- 
1 group with him.

When that happens, we obviously can’t play a post- 
oriented offense. We will try to open it up with driving 
and passing off and shooting the 15, 18 and 21 foot shot 
on the perimeter.

We don’t expect McGuire to be that much help to us 
early in the season although we'll try to get him in as 
much action as we can. By the time the conference 
season rolls around, particularly the latter part of the 
year, I think you can expect Dave to play more and 
more. ‘loward the end of the season, like Taylor last 
year, he will begin to shine. 

Kevin Neilsen is really an outstanding center, but 
that isn’t his best position in college because he is only 
6-7. We would rather use him at forward, but if 
necessary we could move him into center. 


Without any true “‘game evaluation”’ of your 1977- 
78 team, what do you feel will be their greatest 


? 


strengths and weaknesses? 


I think strengths will be perimeter shooting, fast 
break and full-court pressure defense. We will be utiliz- 
ing our quickness because of our lack of size. Our 
weakness will be overall team rebounding. 

‘Taylor does a fine job, but he must have some help. 
Glen and Keith have to jump higher and more often, 
and that will wear them down. We must have someone 
to assist them. All we can do is wait for our youngsters to 
mature, which will come with time. 

Another problem is depth, but that too will be solved 
with time. 


BYU fans have responded best to Cougar teams 
that were run-and-gun type competitors oriented to 
fast-break play. What have you tried to do over the 
past ye years with respect to this, and what is your 
style? : 


Almost every coach in America agrees that the success 
of fast-break basketball depends on how quick your 
forwards are, not on how quick the guards are. Ob- 


viously, two quick, good-shooting guards help, but the ~ 


success lies in the quickness and footspeed of your 
forwards. 

In the past two years, we’ve had only one forward who 
could run, Verne ‘Thompson. We custom-made fast 
oreaks for him, which is not the ideal way to run a fast 
break. This year we have the kinds of players that will 
make our fast break even better. 

The fans must understand, however, that you can’t 
fast break all that you want to against outstanding 
teams. ‘They can stop you in a number of ways, like more 


powerful board play than we have, slow-down tactics. 


like UTEP uses and dropping three guys back after a 
shot to wait for our break to come to them. 

We practice the fast break from 45 minutes to one 
hour each night. We want to fast break on every single 
occasion there is, on a stolen ball, on rebounds and also 
when the basket is made.

One of the biggest secrets behind BYU‘s basketball 
success formula of the past is so simple it‘s almost ab- 
surd. 

It‘s a common fact that a team is only as good.as the 
school’s recruiting program. Remember the names of 
John Fairchild, Kreshimir Cosic, Dick Nemelka and 
Bernie Fryer among others? Why did they come to 
BYU. ; 

His name is Pete Witbeck. In sixteen years of 
recruiting Witbeck has brought the likes of Fairchild, 
Cosic, Nemelka, Howard and many more to BYU. 

Close examination shows that of the players he 
recruited in 16 years in the trade, seven eventually 
played professional basketball. Craig Raymond, Jim 
Eakins, Jeff Congdon, and Steve Kramer all tried their 


hand at pro ball along with Fairchild, Fryer and 
Nemelka. Add to that list those who didn‘t play pro

The game was even more 
dramatic because coach 
Watts had missed the 
road trip and was in Utah 
Valley Hospital recover- 
ing from serious cancer 
surgery. 

The assistant coaches 
and team captains met 
with Watts prior to the 
contest and the entire 
team was quite emotion- 
al, Witbeck said. The 
team had dedicated 
themselves to winning the 
championship for their 
ailing coach. 


BYU never trailed: in 
the contest and had a sur- 
prisingly easy 98-87 vic- 
tory. The starters, Cosic, 
Kelly, Tollestrup, Miller, 
and Fryer all played in- 
spired basketball, Wit- 
beck said. 


BYU won the WAC 
again the next year, 1971- 
72 setting records for most 
wins ever by a team in 
WAC play (12-2), most 
road wins in one season 
(5), most consecutive wins 
in one season (8), and 
most consecutive road 
wins over a. two year 
period (6). 

“While Pve been at 
BYU there is no doubt 
that the best player was 
Cosic. Before my time, 
Mel Hutchins, a member 
of the 1951 NIT team, 
would probably be con-si- 
dered one of the best,” he 
said. 


Over the years BYU has 
had 12 all-American bas- 
ketball players; Joe 
Nelson (1949-50), Mel 
Hutchins’ (1950-51), 
Roland Minson (1950-51),

BYU 
will be hard pressed to find a bigger attraction than the 
tall foreigner. Witbeck said it was luck in part. BYU

eligibility. Cosic was an eye opener and Witbeck and 
Watts followed it up for more than a year. Not a week 
went by that they didn‘t correspond by letter through a 
Yugoslavian tennis player attending BYU. Phone calls 
were made at 2 a.m. to talk with the collegian long dis- 
tance. Witbeck came up with the big plum. 


Nemelka summed up the success of the Cougars 1966

Great moments in BYU 
basketball history and the 
name of Stan Watts are 
almost synonymous. 


In his 29 years at BYU 
(23 as head basketball 
coach), Watts brought 
two national titles to the 
university, by winning the 
National Invitational 
Tournament (NIT) twice, 
in 1951 and again in 1966. 


The cougars, under 
Watts, were usually at the 
top in conference compe- 
tition, winning eight 
championships. 

He developed BYU into 
a basketball power, re- 
gionally and nationally 
with a career record of 431 
victories against 260 
losses. 

During the first ten 
years of the Western 
Athletic Conference 
(WAC), BYU either won 
outright or shared the 
crown five times. The five 
WAC championships are 
more titles won than the 
rest of the league com- 
bined for the same period. 


For his efforts from 


1962-63 to 1972-73, Watts 
was named “coach of the 
decade” by WAC sports- 
writers. Some of BYU’s 
finest basketball mo- 
ments came during those 
years. 

“The 1951 (NIT cham- 
pionship) team was a fun 
team to coach,” Watts 
said in a recent interview. 
“That year, no one expec- 
ted much. Wyoming won 
the Skyline Conference 
preseason tournament 
and. we finished third in 
the meet: Then we had to 
open the season at 
Laramie and the Cowboys 
had a great record.” 

“T told the boys to go 
out and have some fun 
and I think we had 13 
points on the scoreboard 
before the band had 
finished playing ‘Ragtime 
Cowboy Joe’, ” Watts 
laughed. 

The 1951 team had no 
home floor of its own that 
season, but played its 
league home games in the 
Einar Nielsen Fieldhouse 
at the University of Utah, 
Watts recalled: 

Members of the 1951 
NIT team were Kent 
Durrant, Harold Chris- 


tensen, Wayne Cottle, 
Robert Craig, Loren 
Dunn, Leon Heaps, 
Russell Hillman, Mel 
Hutchins, Boyd Jarman, 
Richard Jones, Don 
Mailmrose, Roland Min- 
son, Harold. Mont- 
gomery, Ralph Olson, Joe 
Richey, Jerry Romney, 
and James Thorn. 


“The 1957 team was 
another one I remember 
well, because we were 
picked to be last and won 
the Skyline Conference. 
That year we had five 
Utah starters and the 
front line averaged only 6- 
4, But we beat some very 
good teams outside the 


“conference,” Watts said. 


Pete Witbeck, BYU 
assistant athletic director, 
saw some exciting mo- 
ments as Watts’ assistant 
coach for 16 years. 

“It would be hard to 
pick any one team as the: 
most outstanding but the 
1951 team would have to

beck said: 


“The NIT team of 1966 
was also a great one.

Editor’s note: BYU 
Head Basketball Coach 
Frank Arnold has 
traveled around the na- 
tion and observed the 
basketball fever and 
spirit in many collegiate 
arenas. Universe repor- 
ter Cyndee Royle asked 
Arnold what things 
BYU fans could do to 
improve the Cougar 
homecourt advantage. 


Coach Frank Arnold, 
who has observed school 
spirit in his ‘position as 
Head Basketball Coach at 
BYU and Assistant Coach 
at UCLA, avidly supports 
and encourages. student 
participation at basket- 
ball games. ; 

When asked how spirit 
and enthusiasm at BYU 
games could be increased 
to the level it was when 
games were held at the 
Smith Fieldhouse, Coach 
Arnold expressed a few 
ideas: 

“T think our student 
body is one of the great 
basketball \crowds I’ve 
ever seen once they get 
turned-on,”’ he said. “It 
would help if everyone 
would be there early so 
the team would get 
turned-on early.” 


Ideal spot 


Coach Arnold said the 
team. would feel the 
crowd’s enthusiasm much 
better if the most spirited 
fans were as close to the 
floor as possible. 


“The ideal situation 
would be to have a super- 
enthusiastic group in the 
pit,” he said. “I realize 
there are present seating 
problems in the pit that 
would have to be resolved 
before this would ever be 
possible.” 

The “pit”? Coach Ar- 
nold referred to is the area 
from where the 
cheerleaders cheer, 
located directly across the 
court from the team 
benches. 

Coach Arnold said the 
people who sit in the Pit 
now are VIPs such as 
guests of the Athletic 
Department, General 
Authorities and recruits, 
who all should be given 
premiun seating. 


Seating problem 


The problem is there 
isn’t premium seating 
available other than the 
Pit, which he feels is per- 
fect for “loud” students 
since it is so close to the 
team and cheerleaders. 

He suggested the first 
two bleachers above the 
Pit could be replaced with 
chair seats and used for 
VIPs attending the 


games.

thing. Most people who are not members of the LDS 
faith are concerned about the church being “pushed 


down their throat.”” Frankly a lot of our competitors put : 


this fear into the heads of our recruits. Black athletes are 
no exception. 


‘The very fact that we have such a limited black pop- 
ulation on our campus is of great concern to them 
because of the limited social life available to them. We 
have been to the homes of five outstanding basketball 
players this summer and have been received excep- 
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all of America and they are giving 
sideration to attending BYU. 

We are competing against schools like UCLA, North 
Carolina and Notre Dame and that’s exactiy what we 
want to do because those are the type of players we need 
to be nationally prominent. 

1 think the black athlete is no different than the white 
athlete in understanding the fact that we are a great un- 
iversity and can offer the chance for a great education 
and the opportunity to play in a super basketball 
program with some of the best fans in America.

Coach Arnold has little 
doubt Alan Taylor will be 
among the finest centers 
the university has ever 
had. 

iaytor,o- a 26710. 
sophomore from Granada 
Hills, Ca., is starting his 
second year with the BYU 
team and plans to take his 
basketball career as far as 
f he can, and possibly play 

European ball, he said. 
Over the summer, 
Taylor made remarkable 
strides, according to Ar- 
nold. He improved his 
jumping ability by five in- 
ches and a weight gain of 
approximately 15 pounds 
gave him added strength. 
Taylor is able to 
rebound and get the fast 
break. The coach’s main 
concern is that he may 
foul out because he is so 
aggressive. 

In 1976, Taylor was 
nominated L.A. Player of 
the Year. Other honors in- 
clude most valuable 
player, All-League for two 
years and high school All- 
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
